Hubby pleads: Let me 
live with my new wife

AN AIRPORT engineer is demanding 
the return of his wife after a judge 
denied his Ugandan spouse a visa 
when it was ruled their marriage 
was a sham. 

David Sage, 58, who works at Luton 
Airport as a maintenance man, met 
37-year-old Olivia Sage in a KFC in 
London in 2006 shortly after it’s 
claimed she entered the UK on the 
back of lorry. 

The couple applied for a British 
visa immediately after their wedding 
in Uganda last year but a ruling by a 
judge at a first-tier tribunal hearing 
in July stated that the marriage was¬ 
n’t ‘genuine’ or ‘committed’. 

Now four-time married Mr Sage 
has accused the Home Office of dis¬ 
criminating against people by the 
colour of the skin. 

Case notes handed to Luton on 
Sunday revealed that Olivia Sage 
(then Olivia Mugamba) was arrested 
in 2007 when it was discovered she 
was working illegally. 

Ironically she was moved closer to 
her husband’s Bedford home to the 
Yarl’s Wood Immigration Removal 
Centre, something Mr Sage joked 
was a ‘timely boost’. 

He has revealed that their relation¬ 
ship survives through communicat¬ 
ing everyday using Skype and that 
she has visited him once since her 
deportation. 

Facing up to the reality of moving 
to Uganda to save his marriage Mr 
Sage said: “How can it not be a com¬ 
mitted relationship when I have 


been paying for her daughter to 
attend the best college in Uganda for 
a year? 

“Olivia is not after a British pass¬ 
port she just wants the right to live 
with her husband in Britain. I have 
been out to Uganda to look for engi¬ 
neering work but the cost of flights 
are expensive. 

“All I want is my wife back I don’t 
care what she has done in the past 
it’s not right I can technically marry 
a woman who lives in the EU who 


doesn’t speak a word of English but a 
woman who genuinely wants to be 
my wife is not allowed to live me. 

“That’s discrimination and it 
seems the Home Office are discrimi¬ 
nating against people by the colour 
of their skin. 

“I was brought up believing you’re 
lucky to be British because you have 
rights but clearly that’s not the case. 
It’s a flawed process.” 

A UK Border Agency spokesman, 
responding to the claims, said: 


“Everyone applying for a visa must 
meet the requirements of the UK’s 
immigration rules. If they fail to do 
so, their application will be refused. 

“If they have made fraudulent or 
frivolous applications in the past this 
will count against them. The rules 
are fair and apply to everyone. 

“Mrs Sage’s case has been carefully 
considered by an independent 
immigration judge who upheld the 
agency’s decision to refuse her visa 
application.”

Bedfordshire Police 
arrested the man following 
a complaint and later bailed 
him to appear at Luton 
Police Station next month. 

It has also emerged that 
detectives took away the 
service vehicle for forensic 
analysis following the 
incident which is claimed 
to have taken place on 
July 10. 

A spokesman for EEAST 
said: “The Trust can confirm 
that a member of staff was 
immediately suspended 
pending a police 
investigation.”

Matt in legal action 
over marathon snub

A DISABLED torchbearer 
is challenging the organ¬ 
isers of the London 
Marathon after being 
repeatedly refused entry 
to the event. 

Matt King, 25, is paral¬ 
ysed from the neck down 
and has been trying 
unsuccessfully to gain 
entry into the event even 
though he has successful¬ 
ly completed marathons 
in New York and the Great 
North Run. 

He lodged an appeal 
with the High Court over 
a rejection of the refusal 
of his 2007 application 
form and is taking legal 
action under the 
Equalities Act. 

Organisers from the 
London Marathon object¬ 
ed to his participation on 


health and safety grounds 
as Mr King would need a 
team of carers by his side. 

They also said his pow¬ 
ered wheelchair would 
contravene entry rules. 

Mr King, who carried the 
Paralympic torch through 
Dunstable this summer, 
said: “This is ludicrous. 
New York or the Great 
North Run did not have a 
problem. After the 
Paralympics I can’t under¬ 
stand why they’d take this 
stance.” 

The lawyer representing 
Mr King said: “If we win it 
will be a landmark case 
and I think the organisers 
are worried about that. 
Matt is angry about the 
whole situation. 

“He’s been trying for a 
while now and they keep 
refusing even though he 
has completed marathons 
elsewhere. 


“I find it astonishing that 
they will still refuse him 
entry especially when you 
consider that a hugely 
successful Paralympics 
took place in London.” 

A statement from the 
London Marathon organ¬ 
isers said: ‘We are natural¬ 
ly disappointed that this 
situation has arisen, as we 
have met with Matt King 
in an endeavour to assist 
him with his request. 

‘The London Marathon 
has explained at length to 
Mr King the detailed poli¬ 
cies that govern our 
organisation and govern¬ 
ing bodies of our sport, 
but unfortunately Mr King 
has decided to take the 
matter to the High Court. 

‘The London Marathon 
are unable to make any 
further comment pending 
the forthcoming litiga¬ 
tion.’

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Sites listed in ‘at risk’ 
report by heritage body

SIX sites of heritage have been officially 
classified as ‘at risk’ of being lost to their 
condition. 

Quango English Heritage said High 
Town Road and Plaiters Lea, in Luton, 
Totternhoe Castle, Doolittle Mill in 
Totternhoe, Dray’s Ditches in Streatley 
and Conger Hill in Toddington all need 
some work or have problems which are 
damaging them. 

The sites were revealed in a list pub¬ 
lished on Thursday by the Heritage At 
Risk programme, which annually assess¬ 
es the condition of the country’s historic 
sites and highlights those in need of 
repair. 

Heritage at Risk is a collective term 
applied to ‘designated’ heritage assets 
that are at risk as a result of neglect, 
decay or inappropriate development, or 
are vulnerable to becoming so. 

In this year’s register, High Town Road is 
said to be in ‘very bad’ condition and 
‘deteriorating significantly’, while Plaiters 
Lea - between The Mall and the railway 
station - is in ‘poor’ condition and ‘deteri¬ 
orating’. 

Dray’s Ditches is said to be in ‘generally 
satisfactory’ condition ‘but with signifi¬ 
cant localised problems’ including 
‘dumping’. 

Privately owned Doolittle Wind and 
Watermill, which is a Grade II Listed 
building, is in ‘poor’ condition and, 
although roofing works have been under¬ 
taken, ‘further repair is still needed’, 
while Conger Hill motte and bailey castle 
- also privately owned - is also ‘generally 
satisfactory’ but with ‘localised/limited 
stock erosion’ and in a ‘declining’ state. 

Totternhoe Castle, which has a motte 
and bailey, medieval quarries and culti¬ 
vation terraces, was also ‘generally satis¬ 
factory’ but ‘declining’ and with signifi-

cant localised problems’ including ‘mod¬ 
erate vehicle damage/erosion’. 

Nick Champion, a spokesman for 
National Trust which leases Totternhoe 
Castle, said: “We don’t feel the site should 
be on the At Risk register and we have 
made that case to English Heritage. 

“We’ve actively managed the site and 
worked with Chilterns Commons Project 
to carry out work. We feel the site is 
improving under our care and a grant for 
next year will see the site secured and 
we’ll be surprised to see it anywhere the 
At Risk register next year.” 

In a statement Luton Borough Council 
said: ‘Proposals to maintain and improve 
The High Town Road Conservation Area 
were included in the two Supplementary 
Planning Documents issued on this spe¬ 
cific area over the last five years. 

‘This has helped to secure funding 
through heritage initiatives for projects 
including improving the appearance of 
shop units to make them more appealing 
to potential investors, which resulted in 


some empty units being brought back 
into use. We have also made other bids to 
Government for funding, the decisions 
for which have yet to be made. 

‘Lor Plaiters Lea Conservation Area we 
have worked with English Heritage to 
prepare an historic area assessment 
which is available on the English 
Heritage research website. 

‘This will be used to help guide any 
future development proposals for this 
area to ensure it enhances the historic 
fabric of the Conservation Area. 

‘With regard to the Dray’s Ditches, we 
are working jointly with Central 
Bedfordshire Council to manage this his¬ 
toric scheduled monument and have 
undertaken several environmental 
enhancement projects including restora¬ 
tion of the hedges and work to improve 
the quality of the surrounding grassland 
which have been undertaken as part of 
the chalk arc initiative involving a wide 
range of local authority and voluntary 
partners.’

£258k by authority

MORE than a quarter of 
a million pounds was 
paid to a former council 
worker's consultancy 
firms, it has been 
revealed this week. 

The payments, 

totalling £258,526, were 
made by Luton Borough 
Council over the course 
of 2009-2012 to Hilary 
Bartle Consultants Ltd 
and Hilary Bartle 
Consultancy & Research. 

Hilary Bartle worked at 
the authority as an inter¬ 
im service manager for 
the Supporting People 
group, and then as a 
service manager for the 
Health and Wellbeing 
team, during the same 
period. 

The Supporting People 
programme is designed 
to help vulnerable peo¬ 
ple in town such as indi¬ 
viduals who are home¬ 
less or those with mental 
health issues, while the 
health and wellbeing 
team deals with various 
health issues in the 
town. 

Ms Bartle (pictured) is 
listed as a director of the 
consultancy firms and 


her consultancy fees were 
paid directly to the com¬ 
panies. 

The revelation follows 
the publication of a report 
by the House of 
Commons Public 

Accounts Committee ear¬ 
lier this week which 
looked at the practice of 
Government departments 
paying civil servants 
through their companies. 

This practice allows 
the workers to pay a 
lower amount of tax. 

The council has con¬ 
firmed it never paid any 
National Insurance con¬ 
tributions on the money 
paid to Ms Bartle’s com¬ 
panies and that ‘she 


would have made own 
tax arrangements’. 

It also said it appointed 
Ms Bartle because it was 
necessary to make an 
interim appointment 
while it ‘found a perma¬ 
nent replacement as the 
role required someone 
with specialist skills and 
knowledge to make 
decisions that would 
affect some of Luton’s 
most vulnerable people’. 

Luton on Sunday con¬ 
tacted Ms Bartle, whose 
contract ended in July, 
but she refused to com¬ 
ment. 

A council spokesman 
said: “Where a person is 
employed as an interim 


who operates through 
their own company, the 
council will aim to ensure 
that the company is bona 
fide to ensure that pay¬ 
ments to the company is 
in accordance with HM 
Revenue and Customs 
requirements. This is the 
council’s policy. 

“Our priority was 
ensuring the right person 
was in the position to 
support some of Luton’s 
most vulnerable people. 
The level of tax paid by 
contractors is a matter 
for the Government. 

“The payments were for 
critical work that Hilary 
carried out for the coun¬ 
cil on an interim basis. 
An interim appointment 
was necessary while we 
found a permanent 
replacement as the role 
required someone with 
specialist skills and 
knowledge to make deci¬ 
sions that would affect 
some of Luton’s most vul¬ 
nerable people.” 

■ LoS has sent in a 
Freedom of Information 
Act request to the council 
asking how many other 
interim staff members 
have been paid or are still 
being paid through com¬ 
panies since April 2010. 


Leaders have their say over council’s £48m cuts 


THE leaders of all the three major 
parties in the town have all spoken 
out following revelations last week 
that the council was facing further 
cuts to its budget. 

Luton Borough Council was 
previously expecting to make cuts 
of £28 million by 2016. But, as 
exclusively revealed by Luton on 
Sunday last week, the authority 
now has to find an extra £20m - 
£48m in total - and ‘significant’ 
redundancies are expected. 

Labour council leader Hazel 
Simmons said: “The truth of the 
matter is that the Government is 
not basing its decisions on needs 


and you can’t do that because not 
all towns are the same. 

“I don’t care about the politics of 
this because what we want is for 
the other parties to come with us 
and lobby the Government on this. 

“I have got a letter I am going to 
send to the Government over this 
issue. We are looking at every 
budget to see if we can merge 
some service departments.” 

Liberal Democrat leader David 
Franks said: “It is true that if the 
Government goes ahead with a 
straight-across-the-board 
percentage cut for all local 
authorities, then Luton will be hit 


harder than most. But, it is also 
true that Luton’s position has been 
made very much worse because of 
the disastrous way our Labour 
council has managed the finances.” 

Conservative leader Michael 
Garrett said: “Every local authority 
is in the same position but they are 
not bleating about it to the 
Government. 

“The mismanagement over the 
years has not been helped by the 
council taking on capital 
programmes we can’t manage 
such as the busway and the village. 
Did we really need a 50 metre 
swimming pool?”

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Man who kicked cop 
wins cut in jail term

A MAN who twice kicked a police 
officer while being arrested for 
drunkenly setting fire to his flat 
has had his jail term cut on 
appeal - because it was ‘not pre¬ 
meditated’. 

Anthony Solomons, of Derwent 
Road, Luton, left a lit cigarette on 
his bed in his top floor flat and 
walked outside, telling neigh¬ 
bours he was ‘f****d’. 

The 38-year-old was jailed for 
three years at Luton Crown Court 
in April after admitting reckless 
arson and two counts of assault. 

But his sentence was reduced to 
two years and four months at 
London’s Criminal Appeal Court, 
after top judges ruled the original 
term was ‘excessive’. 

The court heard residents in 
Solomons’ three-storey block of 
flats called police after they heard 


him banging around and throw¬ 
ing things because he had lost his 
mobile phone at about 8am on 
September 3 last year. 

He walked out of his flat and, 
when one of his neighbours asked 
if he was ok, he stared vacantly 
and said: “I am f****d.” 

Solomons, who was described 
as being ‘heavily intoxicated’, then 
went outside - leaving a lit ciga¬ 
rette which set fire to his bed. 

Police officers arrived and put 
out the fire, preventing it from 
spreading any further. 

One of the officers spotted 
Solomons outside and 
approached him, but he was 
aggressive and kicked the officer 
in the elbow. He was eventually 
restrained by CS gas and was 
taken into custody, where he 
again lashed out at the same offi¬ 
cer - kicking him on the right leg. 

The court heard Solomons had 
previous convictions for motoring 


offences, criminal damage and 
failing to answer bail in 2004 and 
2005, but this was his first taste of 
custody. 

A prison report revealed he has 
adapted well to life behind bars 
and has started training as a 
plasterer. 

His lawyers argued his jail term 
was over the top, saying the crown 
court judge wrongly sentenced 
him on the basis he left the scene 
knowing the cigarette was still lit, 
when he in fact he was unaware 
because he was so drunk. 

Allowing the appeal, Mr Justice 
Teare said the original sentence 
for the arson was ‘excessive’, in 
light of the fact his behaviour was 
‘reckless’ rather than planned. 

The judge, sitting with Mr 
Justice Roderick Evans, added: 
“We consider that the sentence 
would have been appropriate 
where there was some premedita¬ 
tion, but there was not.”

“These people could hold vital 
information that could help this 
investigation and I urge them or 
anyone with information to 
come forward.”

Man, 26, stabbed in 
‘unprovoked attack’

A 26-year-old was stabbed 
multiple times in a vicious attack 
by a group of teenage boys while 
he sat in his car. 

The victim was approached by 
white boys - all between 15 and 18 
years of age - who began a con¬ 
versation as he was sitting in his 
silver Vauxhall Corsa parked in 
Leaf Road, Houghton Regis, on 
Tuesday between 7.30pm-8pm.

Help with kitten study 

SIR - Kitten owners living in the UK 
are helping with the ‘Bristol Cats’ 
study being run by the University of 
Bristol, but even more kittens are 
needed to take part in the first study 
of its kind that will help improve the 
health and welfare of cats in the 
future. The researchers wish to 
recruit a further 700 kitten owners 


who own one aged between eight 
and 16 weeks by the end of 
December. 

Bristol Cats, led by academics at 
the University’s School ofVeterinary 
Sciences, is being carried out 
because little is known about the 
causes of common behaviour pat¬ 
terns and diseases of cats, such as, 
obesity, diet, lifestyle, aggression 
towards people, spraying and lower 
urinary tract problems. 

Kitten owners, who are over 18 
years of age, complete four online 
or postal questionnaires, initially 
when their kittens are approximate¬ 
ly eight to 16 weeks, then again at 
six, 12, and 18 months of age. 

These questionnaires provide the 
researchers with very valuable data. 
The researchers can see to what 
extent certain characteristics or 
conditions are associated with the 
cat’s management and other 
factors.

Cab driver jailed for 
£150k invoice scam

A TAXI driver was jailed for 10 
months for conning Hertford¬ 
shire County Council out of 
more than £150,000 in fake taxi 
journeys for vulnerable people. 

Waqar Khan of City Cars, now 
City Taxis, based in Camp Road, 
St Albans, sent bogus invoices to 
the council in relation to a 
schoolgirl and a man with learn¬ 
ing difficulties. 

Khan, 29, of Westbourne Road, 
Luton, denied two charges of 
converting criminal property and 
one of transferring criminal prop¬ 
erty at St Albans Crown Court, but 
was convicted by a majority of 10 
to 2 last month. 

Prosecutor Laura Blackband 
told the court that between 2003 
and 2006, Khan billed the council 
for legitimate journeys for the 
pair, taking the young girl to the 


local school and back and the 
man to Digswell Nursery. 

For each return trip he earned a 
daily rate of anything between 
£48.50 and £100 - but the jury was 
told that despite the excessive 
amount for a round trip of only 
around six miles a time, it was an 
agreed rate between the council 
and Khan. 

The prosecutor said: “He was 
paid very well for these journeys, 
the council need people they can 
trust to carry out the work. 

“A day’s work, single or return, 
could earn him just under £100. 
They might seem expensive but 
that was the agreed rate.” 

But around December 2006 
when his clients told Khan they 
no longer needed his services, he 
continued to invoice the council 
for the trips, earning £75,000 for 
taxi services for the man and 
£85,000 for the girl. 

Ms Blackband told the jury that 


Khan seized an opportunity to 
earn the illegal money when the 
council mistakenly contacted 
him in luly 2007 asking where his 
invoices were for the last seven 
months. 

She said: “At that stage Khan 
realised that the council were 
operating at fault, they didn’t 
realise that they shouldn’t have 
been asking about these jour¬ 
neys. 

“He has effectively taken advan¬ 
tage of that and made up all these 
invoices and billed the council for 
them.” 

Khan then sent in a string of 
backdated invoices for trips that 
had never occurred, which con¬ 
tinued into 2008, it was alleged. 

He told the jury that he had 
acted “honestly, reliably and 
accurately,” saying another per¬ 
son in his office did the invoicing. 

Recorder Nerys Jefford QC jailed 
him for 10 months.

Ali beats cancer to 
ight up telly again! 


USUALLY it’s just the boss who expects an 
explanation when you are off ill. JUDY RILEY 
discovered that when shopping channel 
presenter Alison Keenan went on sick leave, 
thousands of people wanted to know: Why? 


ALISON is a star and not just 
because she has been brightening 
up our television screens for 
almost 20 years. 

The 52-year-old mother of three 
from Bedfordshire has fought a 
very public battle with breast 
cancer during the last 20 months 
and, in doing so, raised the profile 
of a charity active in helping suf¬ 
ferers of the disease, inspired oth¬ 
ers who have had the same diag¬ 
nosis and looked utterly fabulous 
modelling high fashion. 

To coincide with Breast Cancer 
Awareness month, every year in 
October, the charity Breast 
Cancer Care (BCC), stages a fash¬ 
ion show in a top London hotel. 
QVC is the official broadcast part¬ 
ner of BCC and on Wednesday, 
between 6 and 9pm, Alison will be 
fronting a three-hour sale and 
auction to raise money live on air. 

In a way, that’s just another 
manifestation of her job, some¬ 
thing she does every day. A far 
greater challenge was getting up 


to speak at last year’s BCC fashion 
show because, at that time, Alison 
was still undergoing treatment for 
the non-hereditary type of breast 
cancer she had been diagnosed 
with earlier in the year. 

On her son’s 18th birthday, in 
February, 2011, Alison underwent 
a mastectomy and soon after¬ 
wards started chemotherapy 
treatment which lasted until 
October. 

“I had four courses of a drug called 
FEC which caused some amuse¬ 
ment in our house because I come 
from an Irish family!” she said. 

“I had to give myself injections 


in the tummy to counteract the 
sickness, but I reacted very badly 
to that. It felt like awful jet lag 
without having had the pleasure 
of going on holiday. 

“I couldn’t breathe properly and 
I ended up in hospital. My hair 
started to fall out after two-and-a- 
half weeks. I was standing in the 
shower and I realised that the 
water wasn’t draining away. 

“It was because the plughole 
was blocked up with hair. When 
the FEC chemo finished I had to 
have 12 weekly courses of anoth¬ 
er drug and I lost my eyebrows 
and eyelashes and that was far 
worse because you lose all 
expression. 

“My face looked like a plate, I 
didn’t go anywhere because it was 
so horrid. Because they had to 
remove the lymph nodes as well, 
my right arm swelled up. 

“I looked like Rafa Nadal - 
except I can’t play tennis like him. 
The funny thing is that when the

treatment was all over I actually 
felt at a complete loss. 

“You want someone to say ‘it’s 
gone, it’s all over’. Of course they 
can’t. 

“I felt a little like a piece of 
cotton in the wind.” 

Following a second mastectomy 
in April this year the TV presenter 
is now back at work, feeling and 
looking good. 

But it’s a strange twist of fate 
that Alison, who had supported 
Breast Cancer Care and even 
done a live outside broadcast for 
QVC from the charity’s 2003 fash¬ 
ion show, should find herself, 
having just finished her chemo 
treatment, on the platform giving 
a speech at last year’s event. 

It was an emotional occasion 
that earned her a standing ova¬ 
tion and one which, because it is 
on YouTube, has been viewed by 
many women facing similar 
problems. 

“When I was first diagnosed I 


needed to say why I was off work 
so I started writing a monthly 
blog with the remit that people 
needed to know I was OK,” added 
Alison. 

“Over that first weekend I got 
60,000 hits on the website. Those 
people came to be known as Ali’s 
Army’. 

“I wrote the blog because it was 
good for me but as time has gone 
on I have had so many messages 
of support and I’ve also had 
letters from other people going 
through the same thing who say, 
‘Because of you, I know I can do 
this now’. 

“To those people I say, please 
stay positive. 

“Take all the advice from those 
treating you and stick with the 
treatment. 

“None of us know what is round 
the corner but believe there will 
be a good outcome. 

“Count your blessings - and do 
as you are told!” 



DEE Momi, from Bedfordshire, was 
another of BCC’s models who looked 
stunning on the night. Dee said: “It 
was an unforgettable experience 
and I was blown away by the number 
of people cheering for everyone else. 

I just loved it! It’s an amazing way to 
raise not only funding, but awareness 
too.”

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Dad’s book charts 
pain of losing son

THE father of a teenager killed in 
a car crash will launch his new 
book at the House of Commons 
this week. 

Declan Duggan, of Luton, will 
see ‘In The Name Of The Son’ 
published ten years after the 
passing of Duggan’s Law, which 
came into force following a family 
campaign. 

Declan’s son, 19-year-old Kevin, 
died after he unwittingly accepted a 
lift in a car driven by a drunk-driver 
in Dunstable in October 1998. 

At the time blood samples from 
unconscious drivers were not 
permitted, but the Duggans’ 
determination led this to change 
in fuly 2002 with the passing of 
Duggan’s Law. 

The change marked the end of a 
long campaign by the family, and 
the drunk-driver was eventually 
convicted of causing death by 
dangerous driving. 



In his book - which is being 
launched by former Home 
Secretary David Blunkett MP on 
Wednesday - Mr Duggan, who 
said he ‘left no stone unturned’ 
during his campaign, tells the 
story of his emotional journey. 

He said: “‘In The Name Of The 


Son’ is the story of how a grieving 
father dealt with the loss of his 
eldest son. 

“Not content in just securing the 
successful conviction of the 
driver, I was also determined to 
remove some of the obstacles that 
denied vital evidence to the police 
in securing a much more appro¬ 
priate sentence.” 

A unique Golf Academy, includ¬ 
ing a specially designed nine hole 
course and driving range (bearing 
Kevin’s name), has been estab¬ 
lished in Stockwood Park which 
helps underprivileged young 
players who might otherwise be 
lost to the game. 

The venture has been funded 
entirely through Declan’s initia¬ 
tives, including charity golf days. 
More than £300,000 has been 
raised for the golf course alone.

A FTER the last few weeks 
there is a feeling among 
some that once the 
Queen retires - or is retired - 
the Monarchy won’t last long. 

It has of course survived 
rough times before but back in 
the days when there was not 
much else on offer, the whole 
thing did not look like an 
anachronism, the press could 
be controlled and the internet 
did not exist. One issue that 
will come up is that we will 
need a new National Anthem. 

The present one, while loyal, 
is very humdrum, not to say 
boring. We may have won lots 
of medals at the last Olympics 
but would not even get to the 
final with our National 
Anthem. So, in order to plan 
for a new, republican age, per¬ 
haps it is a good time to think 
of a new anthem. The obvious 
candidates are Jerusalem and 
Land of Hope and Glory. The 
trouble with Jerusalem is that, 
while a very uplifting tune, the 
words are even more outdated 
than rule by kings and queens.

T ALKING of the poor getting 
the blame, this seems to be 
the theme of the 
Government. We cannot have a 
mansion tax, because that 
would hit the hard-working and 
hard-saving, we cannot have a 
top rate of 50 per cent because 
that would tax those who will 
only work if they are not heavily 
taxed, so the answer is to cut 
benefits.

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University strips Sir 
Jimmy of his degree

THE University of 
Bedfordshire has 
stripped Sir Jimmy 
Savile of an honorary 
degree it awarded him 
for his charity work. 

Governors met on 
Thursday night after 
more allegations of sexu¬ 
al assault emerged 
against the Jim’ll Fix It 
star. They took the deci¬ 
sion to rescind the hon¬ 
our which was awarded 
back in 2009 for his serv¬ 
ices to the National 
Spinal Injuries Centre at 
the Stoke Mandeville 
hospital. It comes as 
police confirmed they 
were investigating 
around 340 lines of 
enquiry relating to his¬ 
toric abuse claims. 

A Uni spokeswoman 
said: “The honorary 
award for Jimmy Savile 
was in recognition of his 
charitable fund raising. It 
was given in good faith in 
2009 without the knowl¬ 
edge of the current very 
serious allegations. In 


this light, the University 
has confirmed that the 
honorary award should 
be rescinded.” 

And on Friday all refer¬ 
ences to Savile had been 
removed from the facili¬ 
ty’s website. 

After Sir Jimmy’s death 
last year the former vice- 
chancellor of the univer¬ 
sity Les Ebdon said they 
had been ‘delighted to 
award him an Honorary 


Doctor of Arts in recogni¬ 
tion of all his work’ at the 
facility’s partner hospital. 
Mr Ebdon added at the 
time: “He was a colourful 
character. We had a won¬ 
derful day with him and 
all enjoyed welcoming 
him to the Luton cam¬ 
pus.” 

It also emerged this 
week that a complaint 
had been passed to the 
Metropolitan Police 


relating to a 15-year-old 
girl in the 1980s in 
Bedfordshire. The 
Lancashire constabulary 
confirmed it had passed 
on a claim to the Met 
along with another from 
West Yorkshire. 

Following further alle¬ 
gations coming forward, 
Central Beds councillor 
Ken Lynch, who last 
week came out in 
defence of Sir Jimmy, 
announced he could no 
longer support him. 

The 75-year-old, who 
knew him personally 
through charity work, 
said: “Up to now I have 
been a very keen sup¬ 
porter of Sir Jimmy but 
recent publicity con¬ 
cerning his exploits have 
regretfully changed my 
mind.” 

Mr Lynch worked with 
Sir Jimmy on the Stick a 
Brick fundraising cam¬ 
paigning which raised 
thousands for the spinal 
unit at Stoke Mandeville 
hospital in the 1980s. 

He added: “I believed 
in him and I feel that I 
have been let down.”

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Nephew’s tribute 
to ‘positive’ Mary

A 104-YEAR-OLD business¬ 
woman who owned a string of 
hair salons in the town has 
died. 

Mary Ann Bowman (pictured) 
was buried on October 4 in 
Shrewsbury after passing away 
last month. 

Mrs Bowman, who was affec¬ 
tionately known as ‘Molly’, 
moved to Luton with her hus¬ 
band Ivan as they were trying to 
escape from the blitz during the 
Second World War. 

After the war she started up her 
businesses which went under 
the name ‘Mary Ann Whales’ and 
were located in Upper George 
Street, Alma Street and Jasmine 
Parade, before losing her first 
husband to cancer in the 1960s. 

A few years after this she then 
re-married and when her second 
husband also died, she moved 
back to Shrewsbury to be closer 
to her family. 

Mike Johnson, a nephew of 


Mrs Bowman, said: “My aunt 
enjoyed living in Luton. 

“The girls she employed stayed 
with her for many years, often 
until they got married or started 
businesses of their own. 

“She was active in the local 
hairdressing federation at the 
time and I think she was able to 
thrive in the town because of the 
presence of the Vauxhall factory. 

“A major part of her life was 
spent in Luton and I have many 
memories from the times I spent 
visiting her in the town.” 

He added: “Molly had an 
incredible life span taking in two 
world wars, the recovery years 
that followed, witnessed man 
walk on the moon and saw the 
major changes brought to the 
world by the evolution of 
computers, the mobile phone 
and the internet. 

“Her approach to life was 
always optimistic and positive 
whatever it threw at her and 
these same virtues she instilled 
in all the members of her family 
and friends that she mentored.”

WORKERS from a Houghton 
Regis company have helped 
transform overgrown school 
grounds to create a nature area. 

The 15 volunteers from 
Ascertiva Group took part in a 
team-building exercise at Watling 
Lower School organised by local 
environmental regeneration

Bedfordshire.

PLAYA MONTROIG CAMPING RESORT 

Spain 

NOT so far from riots, recession and 
the pressures of independence lies a 
beautiful stretch of coastline on the 
western side of Catalunya. 

Having never been to Spain before, I 
set off from Luton intending to avoid 
the stereotypical young British tourist 
drinking scene. 

So, sangria in hand, I headed to 
Playa Montroig Camping Resort, only 
to find a perfect bubble in which to 
immerse myself and relax for a week, 
worlds apart from protests in Madrid 
or the party islands such as Ibiza. 

The resort, which is only a 90- 
minute drive down the coast from 
Barcelona Airport, boasts facilities for 
all the family, from a supermarket, 
bakery and wi-fi, to nightly films, mini 
golf, three pools and beach access. 

As if that wasn’t enough, there are 
daily fitness classes, activity events 
for children, and a restaurant and bar 
- where the prices are more than fair. 
In fact a half litre of Estrella Damm, 
the local tipple, was only €3 and a litre 
of sangria €7.90. 

And the best thing? If you have no 
desire to explore the region, you will 
find everything you need within the 
resort, allowing you to get away from 
all your worries at home. 

Drag a beach lounger down to the 
sand and fall asleep in the 27c 
October heat with only the sound of 
the crashing waves and gentle sway¬ 
ing of palm trees to occupy your 
thoughts - no hard feat - and soon 
enough everything will melt away. 


I can’t find much fault with the 
resort but the free wi-fi in the bar, 
whether sitting inside or out, is weak 
at best and generally unreliable. 

However, if you are in desperate 
need to connect to the rest of the 
world or are staying a bit longer, I 
would suggest paying the small rental 
fee to access a better connection. 

Although you can stay at Playa 
Montroig in a tent, or take your own 
caravan via ferry to Bilbao, we chose 
to stay in a two-bedroom Eurocamp 
mobile home and within minutes of 
settling in it was a home from home, 
complete with its own bbq. 

One thing it won’t come with how¬ 
ever is a car, and although it is only a 


10 minute drive to the nearest town, 
Cambrils, there aren’t many places 
you can get to on foot so bringing your 
own transport or renting is a must. 

Only five minutes more and you can 
also be in Salou, a popular tourist 
trap with its cocktail bars, seafood 
restaurants and gorgeous golden 
sand. It is well worth a visit or two. 

With all the sun, sea and sand so 
nearby however, you could be forgiv¬ 
en for forgetting that there is a magi¬ 
cal city, full of art and stunning archi¬ 
tecture only a short distance away. 

Barcelona has a great deal to offer 
from famous Spanish architect 
Gaudi’s finest creations: Casa Batllo; 
Sagrada Familia and Parc Guell, to 


the Olympic Stadium, home to the 
1992 Games, and Parc Montjuic. 

For around €16 each for an adult 
you can reach Catalunya’s capital by 
train from Cambrils. 

If you would rather get to the city 
by car though, and are a bit savvy 
with a map, you can even avoid the 
toll roads completely by taking the 
more scenic coastal route rather than 
the motorways, saving yourself 
around €15. 

Whether young or old, this is the 
ideal place for a warm, continental 
getaway and can be enjoyed either 
with the luxury of some spending 
money or on a shoestring budget.

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Lawless wonder strike 
leaves Buckle purring

LUTON Town manager Paul 
Buckle hailed the game¬ 
changing goal by Alex Lawless as

Buckle felt his side deserved to 
beat Nuneaton for their fourth 
win in five games, even though 
they made hard work of it. 

“You have to give credit to 


Nuneaton, they were resilient, 
they kept men behind the ball 
and tried to frustrate us,” Buckle 
said. 

“They were very difficult to 
break down - it always is when 
you have eleven fixed in a unit 
like they were. 

“They would have been more 
than happy to take a point from 
the game, and you saw that after 
we scored our first goal - they 
had to push out and try to find 
the equaliser. They never really 
threatened the goal. I remember 
maybe one chance, but as a rule 
it was all us and we wore them 
down in the end.” 

Buckle feels teams are raising 
their game when they come to 
Kenilworth Road to play the 
Hatters. 

“We see it time and time again, 
I get the match report from other 
sides and there is hardly anything 
in there, but when they come to 
Luton they are well up for it,” 
Buckle said. 

“I’ve not watched Nuneaton 
enough to really comment, but if 
they can play like that with that 
resilience they’ll be getting up 
the league.” 


Buckle shared the frustration 
of the fans, who grew increasing¬ 
ly restless as Luton struggled to 
break the deadlock, but was 
keen to accentuate the positives 
of a result that leaves Luton in 
third. 

“We are in a really good place,” 
Buckle said. 

“We’ve scored two brilliant 
goals, kept a good clean sheet 
and worked hard for 94 minutes 
in a tough game. 

“We just need some realism. 
The realism is that you’re never 
going to get an easy game at 
Luton. 

“We’d have been out of this sea¬ 
son a long time ago if that were 
the case. 

“I know that in their opinion we 
have been down in this league for 
too long, but us and the chaps 
have played no real part in that 
yet. We are playing our socks off 
to get us somewhere we haven’t 
been yet, which is at the top of 
the league for a number of weeks 
and ultimately win it. 

“We need to be patient and 
strong-willed and we showed 
that today.”
